It in no economy to do with loss than three 


brooms, one made at fine abort broom-oorn. 
for the parlor and bod-roomn, a larger one 
for the more frequent uw» and an old one for 
tho kitchen and walks. A whlik-broom tor 
comers and furniture upholstered In wonted, 
wooden gkowen to remove the dirt from tho 
coruern of tho door-Bilk and itepg, a foather- 
diuter for books, pictured and omamente, a 
short handled brush made of brlstlon to brush 
tho baclffl of picture-frames, window-blinds 
nnd •creen*—though this can be done with a 
wlmk-broora it both cannot be auordod— 
will bo found neoenwtry weapons of warfare 
in the contort with dust and dirt. BugH 
made of canton-flannel, fuzzy atdo out, and 
with a draw-atrtng to bo tied ovor tho brootn 
to duitt walk ami hard wood floora ore very 
useful, on too much wiping with a damp 
cloth will Injure tho lustre of the wood. 
Chamois skins make the best dustera for fur- 
niture and can be bought for SO cent*, 
and with careful washing will lust for years. 
They should be washed in cold water 
with 
Koap rimed, in clear water, and 


hung In the shade. Boforo they are entirely 
dry they can bo rubbed and pulled till they 
ore soft again. Squai'os of cheap, soft, gray 
linen or old fabric, with all raw edROH 
hemmed, are tho next bent, and those should 
be washed every week after tho Friday's 
swooping. We have everything now to work 
with, oxi'ept covors for the largo plecon of 
furniture which cannot bo removed before 
swooping. Old nhoots can bo vised, or KqiiaroH 
can bo made of cheap calico or unbleached 
muslin, and kept for this purpose. Them 
ubould be one Inrgo enough to cover a piano 
or a bod.

Domes to Deoatur with tne "Jims" and 


doe* from a Hotel to Jail. 


Quito a flutter of excitement was creat- 


ed at the 8t Nicholas hotel Sunday after- 
noon by the discovery that Dr. John V. 
Wallace, a dentist by profession, tbe occu- 
pant ot room 40, was tbe victim ot a 
severe attack of delirium tremens. Tbe 
doctor bad arrived in tbe oity nn Friday 
last, and at noon of that day went to tbe 
St Nicholas and engaged a room. He 
wu noticeably under tbe influence ot 
liquor on Friday. He went at once to 
bis room and nothing more was seen of 
him until Saturday evening, when it was 
discovered that the bibulous tooth-car- 
penter bad looked bis door and piled up 
furniture against it so that none could 
enter. Efforts wore made Saturday even- 
ing to enter tbe room, but Wallace said 
he wanted to. be let alone, and when asked 
if be wanted anything to eat be replied in 
tbe negative, telling the messengers to go 
away and not disturb him. A sandwich 
was placed fn the room through a rear 
window. Sunday forenoon another at- 
tempt was made to get tbe doctor to open 
tbe door, but he was wild in his looks, hie 
actions and bis talk, and threatened to 
shoot tbe first man that entered the room. 
Soon after tho dinner hour Wallace wns 
found prancing up and down bis roon. 
watching the transoms and fighting im- 
aginary foes. 
He told a REPUBLICAN 


reporter that six men in the alley and 
courtyard had fired nt him with guns and 
pelted him with bricks, while tit tho same 
time he had all be could do to defend 
himself from tbe attack of bis assailants 
in his room. He kept his right hand iu 
bis right pocket where he said he had an 
English bulldog pistol, with which he 
intended to defend himself. He stood 
behind a oeutre-tnblo ou which ho bnd 
placed a chair and seemed like n wild 
man at bay, ready to die in hit) tracks. A 
crowd of won gathered in Iho bull mid 
alley, auil Mr. Laux. who wanted tho man 
enrol for, Dually decided to hnvo the door 
kicked in. Tho banging of the door 
caused Wallace to become terribly excit- 
ed, nud he cried out repeatedly that ho 
would shoot to kill, but tho door finally 
onvcd iu with a crush nud Mr. Laux wont 
iu with a rush nud collared bin tronblo- 
somu giicut, buiug asmated by James 
Moore iu subduing the struggling deutixt, 
Wallace made no attempt to shoot, but 
ho cried "Murder! polioo!" nt tho top of 
bis voico. Marshal Mnsou, Ollloor Ii rower 
and James Moore hustled tho dentist 
down a back stairway and over to the 
county jail, where* he was safely caged in 
a cull. He had nothing on his person 
except three one-cent pit'OOB, n soiled 
huudkorchiof and collar, a nickel and an 
envelope. 


Dr. Wallace, who is n Scotchman np- 


pnretitly 155 yonra of age, and well dressed, 
wan interviewed this morning at the 
county jail by a reporter. He appeared 
to bo rational, but at times he wan n little 
flighty iu hit) talk. Ha said that ho came 
down from Clinton Friday, and that he 
wns a dentist in that towu, Iu May hint 
he stated that he pulled three teeth for a 
woman near Clinton, and thnt a small 
piouo of boue canio out with one of tho 
tooth. Tho woman tx>k cold nud had 
trouble with tho jaw, and hor husband 
came to town to kick up a row about it. 
Wallace avers tbat the man tried to have 
him indicted for malpractice but failed, 
as there wus no ground for tmch n finding 
by the grand jury. Wallace admits that 
he- liad been drinking hard, ntid that be 
attributes his strange condition of Friday, 
Saturday and Sunday to the efloota of 
whisky. While in bis room he imagined 
thnt tho man who wanted to prosecute 
him iu Clinton had sent n posse of men 
down to kill him, and that he was com- 
pelled to stay awake Friday and Saturday 
nights to defend himself and keep tho 
ntuwsains from eutoring his room. 


Dr. Wallace was given needful medical 


attention to-day, nud will bo kept in cus- 
tody until be has thoroughly recovered. 
When he arrived here he onme without 
bagtfligo and registered at tbo hotel " Dr. 
J. V. Wnllaoc, London, Eng." From n

The Irish in Oanada. 


From tho Toronto Now«. 


Canada is likely to become a new 


Ireland. Already, according to tho 
Dominion census, nearly one million 
of tho Canadian people are of Irish 
origin, and now the great scheme of 
immigration to the Canadian North 
west, which has so long hnng tiro, 
seems likely to take effect almost im 
mediately on a much larger ncalo 
than at. first suggested. The British 
Government has decidod to settle 
40,000 families in Northwestern Can- 
ada, each to be supplied with 100 
acres of land, buildings, animals, 
seed and food, the whole'to be froo 
for three years, and after that a ren- 
tal of $15 a year, to be paid, with 
the option of obtaining an abaolntn 
title at any time by paying $500. It 
has been estimated that, on an two- 
rage, each immigrant entering tho 
United States is at once worth at 
least 11,000 to the country, inde- 
pendently of the property he may 
bring, and, according to this esti- 
mate, Canada will be wealthier by at 
least $200,000,000 if this scheme is 
consummated. This total ia bused 
on the idea of fi\e people in each 
family, and the poor of Ireland are 
generally much more largely blessed 
with {children than with property 
Goldwin Smith to the contrary, those 
exiles will be welcomed in Canada, 
and will do much to moke it a grout 
country.
